The cause of this is no doubt the extreme interest 
taken in the subject of Mr. Gore's essay. It is to be hoped that this temperate 
and able exposure of the weakness of his position may be as extensively read, for 
it shows how uncalled-for are his concessions, and how unfaithful to his trust as 
a minister of the Word is this hasty betrayal of his post to the enemy. 


We have already spoken in commendation of the Bishop of Lichfield’s 
practical steps towards the promotion of Home Reunion by asking s large number 
of Nonconformist Ministers to his Episcopal residence for the object both of 
prayer and of Christian converse. In a letter to his clergy he thus reviews the 
‘result : “ There was no attempt to conceal our differences and divisions, nor to 
gloss them over insincerely as matters of little importance. We had them full in 
view : but only as a cause of sorrow to our hearts and of self-reproach for the sins 
‘and negligences and ignorances through which they had arisen. We prayed— 
both they and we—that we might all be one. It is possible that we may have 
looked in different directions for the answer, but our end was the same and we 
were content to leave to God both the time and the way.” The Bishop ends by 
saying : “ So far as we can see, the hope of anything like Home Reunion is as yet 
far distant and could only be attained at the impossible sacrifice, in some degree, 
alike of our Evangelical truth and our Apostolical order. But that which is 
impossible with men is possible with God, and it may be that He is waiting for 
our united supplications that He may hasten His work for the fulfilment of our 
Saviour’s prayer. 


It is impossible not to appreciate very highly the Christian spirit which leads 
one surrounded—not to say fettered—with the associations of an English Bishop 
thus to unite in prayer and Christian fellowship under his own roof with those 
who have been too often treated by bishops as if they were ecclesiastical sinners of 
& very deep dye. We feel confident that blessing must result from such Christian 
communion and mutual confession of failure, though perhaps the answer to their 
prayers may not come from that quarter where, as the Bishop frankly owns, each 
one may be looking for it: May it not, however, also be submitted to the Bishop 
_ 88 well as to such of his guests as share his views that instead of praying that. 
they may be one—as if our Lord’s prayer had not yet been answered—it may be 
that those who have been “ baptized by one spirit into one body” should rather 
give thanks to God for this fact as a real ground of present union, and however 
they may pray for and’ expect greater manifestation of this union even to the 
extent of outward ecclesiastical unity, yet as “ there are differences of administre- 
tions, but the same Lord” they may still.“ keep the unity of the Spirit” as an 
existing fact, and that ‘‘in the bond of peace.”
